Central Labor Council of Alameda County Receives Letter 
OF Appreciation That Acknowledges Labor's

$420,000,000 a month to help pay 
the cost of the war. And since all 
of this money comes from wages 
and salaries——-nearly 90 per cent 
from people earning less than $5,000, 
and the bulk of it from those work- 
ing in war plants I do not hesi-

Reemployment rights of merchant 
seamen who leave civilian employ- 
ment to serve in the American 
merchant marine are now protected 
by law. On June 23 the president 
signed the law assuring economic 
protection after the war for men 
who volunteered to serve the na- 
tion in war time in the merchant 
marine. 

The new law provides that mer- 
chant seamen leaving civilian posi- 
tions do so on a furlough hasis and 
are entitled to reemployment with- 
out loss of seniority. It also pro- 
vides that they participate in in- 
surance and other benefits offered 
by the original employer. The new 
statute specifies that seamen can- 
not be discharged without reason-

Lower Food Prices Vital To Protect 
Low-Wage Workers, WLB Tells Nation 


The war labor board joined the fight for congressional approval of 
food price subsidies by warning that wage controls were threatened 
by rising living costs. 

“The increased cost of food,’ the board said in an official state- 
ment, “has worked a hardship on many wage earners whose wage 
rates have been stabilized, particularly upon those in the lower wage 
groups, the greater part of whose income is spent on food. 

“This increasing cost of food gravely affects the wage stabil- 
ization program of the national war labor board. The board be- 
lieves that its established wage stabilization policy is effective. 
It believes that policy should be carried forward in full coopera- 
tion with the other agencies of government responsible for the 
other factors of the overall economic stabilization program. But 
the board states with all the emphasis at its command that its 
wage stabilization program calls for a prompt carrying forward 
of announced policies of the administration affecting the cost of 
food. In the considered opinion of the board, this is essential to 
the success of national economic stabilization. 

“Subsidies are among the instruments which have proved effective 
to control food prices. The war labor board unanimously supports 
the administration's intention to use those and all appropriate 
measures in its food price policy.”

A way to measure union labor's contribution to the war effort 
is by increasing productivity—production per man per hour. In 
airplanes and shipbuilding, where most workers are union mem- 
bers, increases in productivity have been immense: airplanes 
production per man-hour has increased 50 per cent in the last 18 
months. Liberty ships: production per man-hour has doubled 
since the start of the program. Typical examples: workers in 
one airplane company now make four heavy bombers in the 
same time at first required for one; man-hours per bomber have 
dropped from 110,000 to 27,000. Union workers in a Wisconsin 
plant reduced work time on important war work from 54 to 48 
hours per week using the same number of men. They received 
no wage increase, though producing 1214 per cent more per 
hour.

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Railroad Crisis Looms As 
Vinson Rejects Tiny 
Wage Increase Award 


AFL leaders protested vigorously 
to President Roosevelt against the 
rejection by Stabilization Director 
Vinson of an 8-cent an hour wage 
adjustment for non-operating rail 
workers which was recommended 
by the railroad emergency board 
named by President Roosevelt. 

At the same time, I. L. Sharfman, 
chairman of this board, bluntly re- 
fused to comply with Vinson’s re- 
quest that the board reconsider its 
award. He protested against Vin- 
son's “trying to tell us how to settle 
this dispute when we are the only 
ones having that authority.” 

Vinson’s action came as a 
surprise to labor and even to 
the white house it was reported. 
Because the wage adjustment 
had been considered unsatis- 
factory by the non-operating 
railroad unions, the white house 
had gone to special pains to 
prevail upon the union repre- 
sentatives to accept it. Vinson’s 
rejection of the award there- 
fore completely upset the apple- 
cart. 

Led by AFL president Green, a 
delegation of union leaders con- 
sulted with Vinson but was unable 
to obtain any satisfaction from him. 

The union representatives re- 
ported to the president that Vinson 
was unfamiliar with the facts in 
the case and had reached his de- 
cision entirely on legalistic grounds 
which were inapplicable to the rail- 
road industry. 

It was pointed out that the 
wage increase involved would 
not result in increased rail- 
road rates, that, in fact, the 
roilroads were making huge 
profits due to increased war 
traffic. The union represen- 
tatives demanded whether it 
would be considered more in- 
flationary if a portion of these 
profits were to be distributed 
among a million workers in the 
form of a tiny wage increase 
or if the money were to be re- 
tained by a small group of in- 
vestors. 

Government leaders were con- 
cerned because of the critical man- 
power problem in the railroad in- 
dustry, with thousands of workers 
leaving to take higher-paid jobs in 
other war industries.
